CHAPTER XLIV. 

Recognition of the Royal College of Science for Ireland, Dublin, 
as a College. 

1. Notwithstanding anything contained in these Statutes, the Senate may, 
without proceeding by the steps enumerated in Sections 1, 2, 3, and 4 of 
Chapter XXVIII. of these Statutes, recognise the Royal College of Science for 
Ireland, Dublin, as a College in which students of the University may pursue 
courses of study qualifying for a degree or a diploma of the University, and to 
the College so recognised as a College the provisions of Section 5, 6, 7, 8, and 9 
of the said Chapter XXVIII. shall apply. 

This Statute is made by the Belfast University Commissioners appointed 
under the Irish Universities Act, 1908, and is sealed with their Common 
Seal in pursuance of a Resolution passed by the Commissioners on the 15th 
day of November, 1910.
